basin.  The  other  resources  of  the' lake  are  1 
supposed  to  be  springs  in  the  bottom.  Tbe  1 
outlet  is  into  the  other  section  of  the  basin 
and  through  a  narrow  ravine  down  the  aides  I 
of  the  mountain.  This  lake  ia  1,100  feet 
above  the  sea  level,  a  sitnation  which  pro¬ 
vides  the  means  of  health  to  those  who  are 
fortunate  enough  to  spend  the  warm  month* 
npon  its  banka  There  ia  but  one  hotel,  a 
private  boarding  house,  and  a  few  farm 
houses  around  the  ahorea.
